Austrian Cnancellor Bruno Kreisky and his fact-finding mission of 
leading Socialists from eight countries spent over three hours yester- 
day discussing with Mrs. Meir and her ministers the Palestinian prob- 
Jem and other aspects of the Middle East conflict. Sources on both 
sides said the atmosphere at the discussion had been extremely friend- 
ly. It seemed that both Mrs. Meir and Mr. Kreisky made 8 determined 
effort to put aside the memories of their less pleasant meeting last 
autumn (over the closure of Schoenau) and at the subsequent inter- 
national Socialist meeting in London.The Palestinian problem took up 


over one hour of the session, with 
Mr. Kreisky raising the possibility 
that a Palestinian independent state 
might be formed in the context of 
8 peace settlement — and hearing 
at length from Mrs. Meir on her 
objections to this idea. 


The mission had apparently

‘Exorcist’ author surprised 


by reactions to the movie 


yan Peter Blatty, producer 
and author of “The Exorcist,” 
the film which has caused more 
frenzies, faints, hysterics and end- 
jess queues in the United States than 
the Beatles did during their most 
successful period, is at present in 
Israel, seeking up material for his 
next book. This will be about an 
American who comes to Israel in 
search of God, and works as a 
volunteer in a hospital. 

“The Hxorcist” deals with what 
happens when an evil spirit enters 
into the body of a young girl, and 
drives her to commit the most re- 
volting excesses, including masturb- 
ating with a cross. Ultimately the 
daemon is driven out by exorcism, 
the rites of which are performed 
by Jesuit priests. To complete this 
fact of love one of the priests throws 
himself out of the window — an 
act which seems, on the face of it, 
from one's reading of Grahame 
Greene, to ‘be the ultimate sin, ac- 
col to Roman Catholic belief. 
But Blatty, himself a Roman Ca- 
tholic, does not see it that way. 

"The priest does not really kill 
himself — he goes out of the win- 
dow as an act of love, to save the 
girl — but he would have Ltked 
to have been rescued by a miracle, 
or by somebody placing a met below 
the building. He does not destroy 
himself. He is like the war hero, 
Kelly, who crash-dived his plane 
on to ἃ Japanese aircraft-carrier. 
That is not suicide, but dedication.” 

Despite the shocking nature of 
the film, only two Jesuif priests 


have expressed objections to it to 
Blatty; most of them praise it as 
a sincere attempt to come to grips 
with on of the most i ma- 
nifestations of human life. The story 
is based on a real case, which took 
place in Washington in 1949, in 
which priests went through the ri- 
tuat of exorcism to help a boy, 
after doctors, psychiatrists and 
parapsychologists had given up the 
case as beyond their understanding. 
The priests succeeded, without any 
of them dying. 


Idea of possession 


Mr. Blatty says that the idea of 
possession is found in all folklores, 
and has never been rationally ex- 
plained. Among the Jews, of course, 
there ig the famous story cf the 
Dybbuk. Possession, he adds, can 
be of two kinds, by the soul of a 
dead person — as in the case of 
the Dybbuk — or by an evil dae 
mon, 88 in his story, There is also 
another phenomenon, which he calls 
obsession, in which a poltergeist 
persecutes the victims, sometimes 
by physical assaults. This is gen- 
erally inked to a place rather than 
@ person, and the poltergeist can 
be driven off by lesser rites than 
full exorcism. 

The author, a relaxed, amiable 
conversationalist, describes all these 
aspects of the occult with a com- 
pletely straight face, and, for ail 
I kmow, is himself absolutely con- 
vinced ‘that these mysteries are real. 
He was born in New York in 1928; 
his parents had gone to America 


from the Lebanon, where his wife's 
uncle had established the Harrissa 
Missionary Society on Mount Har- 


rissa. The family are al] Roman - 


Catholics. 
His previous books and screen

orcist." Several of them were co- 
medies. Among his scenarios are 
“Jobn Goldfarb, Please Come Home";

“& Shot in the Dark": “Darling 
Lily"; “What Did You Do in the 
War, Daddy?" He was educated 
at a Jesuit High Schoo] and Uni- 
versity in Brooklyn, before going 
on to major in English literature 
at George Washington University. 
Now living in Hollywood, he has 
three children and three grand- 
ehildren — he is only 47, but both 
he and his daughter married young. 


Academy nominations 


“The Exorcist” has already re- 
ceived ten Academy nominations — 
Blatty himself stands to get 
two Oscars, for the best screen play 
and the best picture, when the 
awards are made on April 2. The 
film has already recelved the Over- 
seas Press Award for the best pic- 
‘ture of the year, the best director, 
the -best screen play, the best scen- 
ario, and the best supporting actress 
— Linda Blair as the little girl. 

The film is scheduled to reach 
Israel only in September, by which 
time, Blatty hopes, he will have 


finished his novel about ‘this coun- derstand.”

- Belt tightening in order 
as Yom Kippur War cost 
IL30b. in terms of budget 


He massive [TL35b. financial 
programme tabled in the Knes- 
set yesterday by Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir is dominated by war 
costs. Explaining this to corres- 
Ppondents on Tuesday, Arnon Gefny, 
head of the Treasury's Budget Di- 
vision, pointed out that the normal 
growth-rate in Government expen- 
diture during the last decade un- 
der peaceful conditions would have 
been nine per cent a year, in real 
terms. 

A study made by the Treasury 
reveals that in the various war 
periods big (irreversible) jolts for- 
ward took place. During the two- 
year spells bridging each of these 
periods. Budget expenditure soared 
as follows (again in real terms): 


1955-57. (Sinai Campzign); 35 per cent 
1966-68 (Six Day War) 40 per cent 
1972-74 (October War) SO per cent 


The Yom Kippur War has cost 
the country IL30b. in Budget terms, 
spread over the two years 1973/74 
and 1974/75 —or IL18b. more than 
the normal yearly Budget provision 
that would have been made for 
defence.

ASHKELON. — A shopkeeper was 
fined 111,000 for overcharging IL1.70 
on 3 can of meat, when he appesr- 
ed before a local magistrate this 
week, 

Handing down sentence, Judge 
Gilad Giladi said: “In order to root 
out this phenomenon of grocers 
trying to earn unjustifiable profits, 
one has to make them aware that 
it not worth their while when they 
are caught.” The accused took 
IL6.20 for a can of meat, which is 
usually sold at between IL4 and 
TL4.50. 

In another case the same magis- 
trate fimed two taxi-drivers Τῇ 150 
each for refusing to give receipts 
to passengers.

Potato spoilage 
in storage can 
be stopped

TEL AVIV. — A new method of 
storing potatoes designed to elimi- 
nate spoilage may be introduced in 
Israel following a conference of 
the European Federation for Potato 
Research and Industry which ended 
here this week. 

Under the method at present in 
use, potatoes are harvested, sorted, 
packed in sacks and then put into 
cold storage. Several months later 
the potatoes are taken out of cold 
storage and it is often found that 
some have become rotten inside 
the sacks. ΤῸ eliminate this a new 
system of cold storage in bulk — 
without any sacking — has been 
developed by the Dutch 

It is hoped that through the con~ 
ference a know-how agreement on 
this system will be reached in the 
near future. Such a cold storage 
plant would most likely be built in 
the Sha’ar Hanegev Local Author. 
ity. It will consist of four storage 
rooms, with a capacity of 4,000 
tons in each room. It will take 
about two years to build at an 
estimated cost of IL15m.
